Reports to Agricultural College 


Say Operations Delayed 


For Another Week 


Fargo, April 19. — Seeding operations 


and other field work in North Dakota 
ts delaiyed from two to flhree week* 
this spring and will not be general for 


least another week, according to 


crop reports from 24 county agents to 
John Haw, state county agent leader 
at the agricultural college here. These 
reports take no account of yesterday's 
snowfall throughout the state. Seed- 
ing ia usually in full swing in this 
state April 10 Mr. Haw declared in 
making public the report. 
These 


snow the northeastern and south cen- 
tral parts of the state to be the only 
ones wnere any material amount of 
seeding has been done. 


Decreases in wheat acreage ranging 


from 15 to 25 per cent are generally 
reported. This, county agents say, is 
because farmers fear that wheat plant. 
ed now will not do' well. They ipoint 
out that this factor will increase di- 
versification.

agent returns continues: 
Pasture 


crops are coming through in good 
shape and sweet clover and alfalfa 
have already (begun spring growth and 
that spring rye already over the state 
is looking fine. 


Emmon county reports that half of

rected to secure the'acquittal recent- 
ly of the wealthy Mrs Peel, who was 
concerned with her husband-in bet- 
ting frauds, while the tiusband him- 
self was sent to prison. 


The old law, Viscount Ullswater ex- 


plained to the Lords, was founded on 
the assumption that a wife would not 
dare to contradict her husband; "but 
if we want to maintain respect for the 
law," he sa4d, "it must be strictly in 
accordance.with our lives and our 
social relations. Whatever the legal 
presumption may have been in the 
olden times, there can be no such lire- 
sumption today."

ing status which, women of the present 
day wilt never accept. The whole ten- 
dency of modern thought 'has been in 
the other direction—to elevate the 
status of women and put them on the 
same footing aft men."
